SecTioN 1. Agreement ratified. The legislature rat
ifies the tentative agreement negotiated for the
1999-2001biennium between the state \dfisconsin,
departmenbf employment relations, and thedsbnsin
StatePublic Defenders Association, WFT/AFIocal
4822, AFL-CIO, covering employes in the public
defendergollectivebagaining unit under subchapter V
of chapter 11 of the statutes, as approved by the
employesof the public defenders collective aming
unit and approved and recommended by the joint-com
mitteeon employment relations, amadthorizes the nec
essaryexpenditure of moneys for implementation from

the appropriations made by section 20.865cflthe stat
utes,subject to section 20.865 (intro.) of the statutes. The
secretaryof employment relations shall file afficial
copyof the agreement, certified by the cochairpersons of
the joint committee on employmem¢lations, with the
secretaryof state. No formal or informadgreement
betweerthe parties which igot a part of the &€ial copy

is deemed to be approved by the legislature undeachis

SecTioN 2. Effective date.

(1) This act takes &fct on the day following publiea
tion, except that those provisions specifically identified
ashaving other déctive dates in the agreement covering
employesin the public defenders collectil@migaining
unit are efective on the dates provided in that agreement.
